Mr. de Valera later had a meeting of 
his supporters at Mansion house to dis- 
cuss their plans. The meeting was 
secret, and no statement was made, 
but it is understood there were differ- 
ences of opinion as to practical meth- 
ods. The meeting was unanimous to 
maintain the repubiic, but there is a 
strong section which advocates merely 
asserting its existence but taking no 
active steps to run a government in op- 
position to the Free State. 

The other party, led by Mr. de Va- 
lera and composed of the synthetic 
Gael children and women, as well as 
others, insist on maintaining the full 
republican government machinery, in- 
cluding @n army, and treating the 
Free State as a foreign government. 
It is impossible to say yet which will 
triumph, but there is every possibility 
of trouble from the irreconcilables. 

Treaty’s Friends Plan Action. - 

The republican army is sure to be 
split, the extremists foliowing Cathal 
Brugha, “defense minister,” who « is 
for fighting, while a majority will ad- 
here to the chief of staff, Dick Mul- 
ecahy, adjutant general, Gerald O’Sul- 
livan, and the great majority of the 
local commandants. ~ This body prob- 
ably will form the Free State army, 
and I hear Mulcahy has definitely de- 
cided to abandon his medical studies 
and make soidiering his profession.

CHANGE MINDS NOW 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 8.—Charles Gar- 
land, who more than a year ago an- 
noun his refusal to accept a legacy 
of $1,000,000 willed to him by his fa- 
ther, the late-James A. Garland of this 
city, has reconsidered his decision and 
will accept the money, according to the 
Boston Post. 

His brother Hamilton, who likewise 
declined a legacy of equal proportions, 
has accepted his share of the family 
fortune, the Post declares. Garland, 
who lives with his mother and two 
brothers in a tumbledown farmhouse 
at North Carver, Mass., declined, the 
Post said, to discuss his reasons for 
reversing his decision.

The last remnant of American au- 
thority here are members of the inter- 
allied technical committee, of which 
the chairman is John F. Stevens, the 
American engineer and railway ex- 
ecutive. Mr. Stevens left here early 
in October on orders from Washing- 
ton to be adviser of the American del. 
egation to the conference on eastern 


affairs. 
Japanese;Plot Thickens. 


It was on the departure of Mr. Ste- 
vens on Oct. 13 that the Japanese 
conspiracy, which had been simmering 
for some time, jumped into full activ- 
ity. Tiis conspiracy was centered 
on Maj. F. M. Clarke, formerly a 
Stockton, Cal., railway man, whom 
Mr. Stevens left as his representative 
on the interallied board. spt 

The original documents secretly ex- 
changed between the Japanese in To- 
kio and Viadivostok and the monarcl:- 
ist Russians of the Merkuloff govern- 
ment of Viadivostok, photographic re- 
productions of which I herewith in- 
show the course of this con- 
spiracy.

Ambush for Clarke. 

The Japanese receif%ed -word that 
Maj. Clarke in his special car had left 
Harbin, -where he had been conferring 
with his‘ immediate superior, Col. 
Johnson, and was on his way on the 
Chinese Eastern railway to Viadivos- 
tok. The Vliadisvostok government 
agreed on Oct. 22 to carry out the 
designs of the Japanese, and Col. Bogo- 
slovsky with twenty picked police ac- 
companied by’ two special cars of Japa- 
nese troops left Viadivostok to carry 


out the designs. 
The Japanese were disposed in their 
two cars between Nikolsk and the 


Manchurian frontier. They lay in wait- 
ing there for two days owing to the 
fact that Maj. Clarke stopped off at 
the Manchurian station of Mulin. 

When Maj. Clarke’s car appeared at 
the border and came on the Ussuri 
railway at Pogranitchnaya the Jap- 
anese placed it between their two 
cars, so that Maj.

Naval Experts’ Plan Is to 
Be Approved. 


(BY A STAFF 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Spe-

Merchant Marine Committee Plan. 

The American merchant marine joint 
committee, in its ree endations sub- 
mitted to the ship subsidy conference, 
held under the auspices of the ship- 
ping board on Friday, urged that the 
subsidy be paid under the Gallinger 
plan of so much a gross ton a year, 
and that the faster passenger ships be 
encouraged by means of a posta] sub- 
vention. 

The Gallinger plan, which was ap- 
proved by the congressional commis- | 
sion headed by the late Senator Gal- 
linger in 1905, was ofte of the three al- 
ternatives suggested in the prelim- 
inary recommendations of the tom- 
mittee of experts appointed by the 
shipping board. Of the other two al- 
ternatives proposed by the experts, one 
contemplated reimbursement on the 
basis of 331-3 per cent of the sea 
wages: paid to officers and crew who 
are American citizens.

WITH NEW RATIOS 


Readily Can Be Converted 
Into Naval Types.

cial.]—No rules which the conference 


can make can prevent a merchant ma- | 


rine from constituting an important 
element of naval strength during war, 
and hence from affecting the true ratio 
of sea power of the. nations. 

Naturally rules can be drawn which 
will reduce. the speed with which mer- 
chant vessels may be converted into 
naval types after war is declared, such 
as prohibition against pre-war build- 
ing of gun foundations and gun in- 
stallations. ‘But when an entire coun- 
try is mobilized for war purposes even 
great jobs are done quickly, and the 
conversion of ordinary types‘of mer- 
chant ships is then a comparatively 


done over into very valuable auxiliary 
cruisers, airplane carriers, and trans- 
ports. Smaller merchant ships may 
be converted similarly and will prove 
useful, though not as valuable as their 
giant sisters. 


Merchant Marines for Defense. 


In future the airplane carrier will 
be a great element of naval strength. 
The great merchant marine of England 
probably constitutes from 10 to 20 per 
cent°’more sea power than is indicated 
in the ratios of naval strength fixed 
by the conference... Notwithstanding 
any rules.that may be adopted restrict- 
ing peace time measures for the con- 
version of merchantmen into war 
types, the only way for other nations 
to balance this element of British sea 
power, under a limitation of arma- 
ments agreement, is to bufid merchant 
marines of their own. 

The building of turret foundations 
for mounting guns of large caliber fs 
a job that could scarcely be under- 
taken except during the original con- 
struction of a ship. Conference rules 


. probably can prevent such work, but 


the comparatively light structure of 
merchant vessels would prevent it or- 
dinarily anyway. To stand the strain 
of firing large guns requires a strong 
ship throughout; stronger than is the 
practice with mérchant ship construc- 
tion. 

Use for Airplane Carriers. 

. The conversion of a merchant liner 
into an air@lane carrier should involve 
no greater alterations than those ac- 
complished by us in four months for 
our mine layers. Transport conver- 
sion is a smaller task still. 

All these converted merchant types 
are valuable in naval warfare, espe- 


elally the airplane carrier, which is 


capable not only of serving the fleet 
in gaining information, but also of in- 
creasing the actual fighting power of 
the fleet in battle. By means of airplane 
spotting the uracy of gunfire at 
jong ranges ma be greatly increased.

:ope. There can be no restoration until Buropean 
governments talk the language of business, and 
there will be no prosperity in France until her busi- 
ness sense gets control of her policy. 

‘Meanwhile our government and people are cer- 
iain to favor a sympathetic, helpful attitude toward 
the project for an economic conference, although 


't were to be held In the atmosphere of Washing- 
ton rather than in that of any European capital. 
Yet our belief is that such a conference is not only 
urgently needed but essential to the preservation 
of Eugope. It will precipitate a violent struggle of

It will help to stimulate and support an Amer- 
ican merchant. marine by giving American ships ac- 
cess to many great inland shipping points, such 
as Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and Duluth, not to mention the steel towns 
on Lake Erie and Lake Michigan. 
Eighteen middle western states have indorsed it. 


There seems no sane reason why congress should 
not authorize it, and that speedily. Of course, the 
same arguments will be offered against it in con- 
gress as have been offered against it before the 
commission. These include statements that other 
routes are superior, that ocean steamships cannot 
operate economically into the lakes, that it is mere- 
ly a trick for the development of a great hydro- 
electric power trust, and a score of others. They 
are all ridiculous on their face. They have been 
refuted in these columns too many times to require 
repetition. | 

The one real argument against it is that the At- 
lantic seaboard, chiefly New York, fears western 
competition. There could be no better argument 
that the middle west will profit through the 
improvement. Profit to such a-vast area through 
the elimination of useless expense and the opening 
up of means of communication must of necessity 
prove profitable sto the entire nation. It is the 
duty, and, in general, we believe, the aim of con- 
gress, to work to the advantage of the country as a 
whole.

The advance in carcass lamb prices 
was caused lw a considerable falling off 
of the number of lambs received and 
by the fact that the demands of eastern 
shippers for lambs was very heavy. 

Those are facts that governed the price 
increases during the time about which 
Mr. C. H. H. was writing. Mr. C. H. H. 
may be glad to know that the advance 
was of a short duration, and there has 
seen a heavy decline in the wholesale 
price of fresh pork since then,

APPEALS TO JEWS 
TO RESCUE DYING 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.J—At the second annual 
conference of the Federation of Ukrain- 
ian Jews the Very Rev. Joseph H./ 
Hertz, chief rabbi of the British em- 
pire, called attention to the “ aston- 
ishing fact in the moral history of con- 
temporary humanity that one of the 
blackest pages in the annals of man 
had just closed, and yet the world 
knows next to nothing of the unspeak- 
able horrors and infinite crimes per- 
perated against the Jewish people.” 

Dr. Hertz said 1,000,000 human beings 
had been butchered and that for three 
years 3,000,000 persons in the Ukrainie 
had been made “to pass through the 
horros of hell,” and that hardly a 
word of these facts had appear in the 
newspapers. 

It was humiliating to find the apathy 
and cailousness with which certain sec- 
tions of Jewry had faced this infinite 
disaster, he said. He added that al- 
though the pogroms in the Ukraine had 
ended there were “ something like 600,- 
000 homeless children, 150,000 half or- 
phans, and 35,000 double orphans in the 
Ukraine,” who would die from cold, 
hunger, or disease unless Jewish hearts 
remained human and came to the 
rescue.

ALL N.Y, TRAFFIC 
TO BE RUN FROM 
‘TIMES SQUARE? 


Push Button to Stop Every 
Auto on Every Street. 


New York, Jan. 8.—({Special.]—Dr. 
John F. Harriss, special deputy police 
commissioner, has begun experiment- 
ing with powerful signal lights to be 
installed from week to week until traf- 
fic in most of Manhattan will be simul- 
taneously stopped and started by red, 
green, and yellow lights, all operated by 
a single switch in Times square. 

The lights just tested will be mount- 
ed at once on the Grand Central term- 
inal and at il4th street and 4th 
avenue to control traffic on 4th avenue. 
Signal lamps of the same type will 
then be installed in Times square and 
later strung along Broadway from 34th 
street to 110th street. Similar lights 
controlling , east and west traffic will 
next be placed on the 6th avenue ele 
vated structure, controlling crosstown 
traffic from 9th to 3d avenue and be 
tween 23d and 59th streets. 


One Central Control. 


All these will be operated from «a 
single traffic headquarters in Times 
square, or by some mutual contro! ex- 
ercised by the Times square station 
and that at 5th avenue and 42d strect. 
The installation of this system will pro- 
ceed rapidly during the next two or 
three months, according to Conamis- 
sioner Harris. 

When it is fully equipped it will 
mean that a traffic dictator seated in 
the center of the city will press a but- 
ton causing scores of red lights to 
flash and halting tens of thousands of 
vehicles at once on the most crowded 
streets of Manhattan, while allowing 
tens of thousands of other vehicles 
and hundreds of thousands of pedes- 
trians to proceed. 

“When the centralized system ts in 
operation much time will be sayed both 
for the pedestrian and the motorist.” 
‘said Dr. Harries. “It will mean that 
automobile drivers will no longer be 
started at one corner and stopped at 
the next one fn any of the streets 
the city. 

All Signals Synchronized. 

“The signal remains on in 5th ave- 
nue now from one-half a minute to 
three-quarters of a minute. If all traf- 
fic signals are synchronized throughout 
the city automobiles will be allowed 
to proceed uninterruptedly for a regu- 
lar number of blocks after each signa). 

“It may prove in practice that the 
payse of a half minute or longer, which 
is in use on 5th avenue and in Times 
mare, is too long for streets where 
the traffic is lighter. If so, the pe. 
riods will be made ehorter. It will be 
possible, however, to continue them 
under some centralized control, in all 
probability. All traffic questions have 
to be worked out on the streets, of 
course, and plans will be modified and 
improved from time to time, as ex- 
perience suggests.” 

The new signal lamp is a powerful 
electric light, like a searchlight, which 
was placed on the Columbla Yacht 
club at 86th street and the East river. 
Commissioner Harriss and other traf- 
fic experts took their positions at 73d 
street and Riverside drive and at other 
points along the water front. 

Visible on Foggy Day. 

“We have been waiting for a day 
like this,” said the commissioner, “to 
see how this type of light stands the 
test of thick, hazy weather. We could 
see it very distinctly at a distance »f 
more than 6,000 feet, and it proved 
that it will serve our purposes exce!- 
lently. It is also an economical type 
of lamp. This one will be placed on 
top of the Grand Central terminal, 
looking down 4th avenue. 

“A similar one will be placed at 14th 
street and 4th avenue. Both of them 
have to be raised to a considerable 
height to be visible this distance cf 
nearly a mile and a half because of 
the Murray Hill rise, which would cut 
off view of a lamp placed at an ordi- 
nary level. When these two lamps 
are in use they will save several min- 
utes for motorists along this stre-*. 
They will also prevent accidents, which 
have been numerous here because of 
the traffic congestion without suffictent 
control.”

Never was there a lyric drama with 
a whole so much greater than the sum 
of its parts. Never were there parts 
SO vague, so apparently formless. Not 
a dramatic motive in the entire work 
is clearly stated or explained; not a 
musical theme is propounded in a way 
that makes it analyzable. As for a 
“tune,” there is not one in the score 
Yet the total effect is of misty, imagi- 
native, poetic beauty. 

It is all a sort of luminuous haze 
with no sharp outlines about it. Forms 
come to view out of a foggy back- 
ground and disappear into it again. 
One has a curious impression that the 
actual events of the drama_.are the 
the merest accidents, that the current 
of the story might begin anywhere 
and end anywhere. Wistful children go 
wandering aboyt.

I presume that an expert In the art 
of symbolism could find something very 
intense and stirring and definite about 
the proceedings in “ Pélléas et Meli- 
sande,” and be able to prove almost 
anything from the rights of women 
to a prophcy of the latest developments 
in Ireland.
